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Introduction 


These  statutory  materials  are  to  be  used  in  conjunction  with 
the  readings  each  week.  As  you  study  the  various  policy  issues  in 
the  regulation  of  broadcasting,  you  should  refer  to  this  Volume 
to  determine  specific  questions  of  legal  authority. 

Broadcasting  Act.  This  is  the  most  important  statute  in  the  course. 

It  sets  out  government  policy  with  respect  to  the  Canadian  broad¬ 
casting  system  (s.3).  In  addition,  it  establishes  the  regulatory 
powers  of  the  Canadian  Radio-television  and  Telecommunications 
Commission  (CRTC)  and  the  objects  and  powers  of  the  Canadian 
Broadcasting  Corporation  (CBC) . 

Television,  Radio  (A.M.),  and  Radio  (F.M.)  Regulations.  These  three 
sets  of  regulations,  passed  pursuant  to  the  Broadcasting  Act, 
regulate  several  aspects  of  broadcasting:  Canadian  content;  pro¬ 
gramme  content;  advertising  time  and  content;  network  affiliations; 
rebroadcasting;  and  chain  broadcasting.  In  using  the  regulations, 
be  sure  to  consult  both  the  original  version  and  the  amendments  listed 
at  the  back  of  each  set. 

Cable  Regulations.  These  regulations,  also  passed  pursuant  to  the 
Broadcasting  Act,  establish  television  service  priorities  for  cable 
systems . 

CRTC  Rules  of  Procedure.  These  are  the  rules  passed  by  the  Commission, 
pursuant  to  s.  21  of  the  Broadcasting  Act,  to  govern  its  regulatory 
proceedings.  The  Rules  of  Procedure  cover  such  areas  as  notice 
requirements,  disclosure  of  information,  hearing  procedures  and 
procedures  on  transfer  of  ownership  applications. 

CRTC  Act,  DOC  Act.  These  Acts  establish  the  CRTC  and  the  DOC, 
respectively. 

Radio  Act.  This  Act  empowers  the  Minister  of  Communications  to 
regulate  and  control  the  technical  aspects  of  the  planning,  con¬ 
struction  and  operation  of  broadcasting  undertakings. 
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
